on the unqualified Allied de 
cisiong of Cairo and Teheran to

That is to say, the fact that the 
Allies didn’t call on enemy peo­ 
ples and sue for peace—as Nasi 
Propaganda Minister Joe Goebbels 
expected—has cleared the way for 
a complete housecleaning. 
IX the Allies stick to this grim 
formula there will be no armistice, 
no bargaining, no escaping punish­ 
ment. The way things stand our 
enemies have a choice of these 
alternatives: 
I.—A fight to a bloody finish. 
2.—Unconditional surrender, which 
means holding their noses and 
swallowing any medicine we hand 
'em. 
Under 
either 
alternative 
we 
shall have avoided the Allied mis­ 
take of 1918, when we agreed to 
an armistice and as a result got 
a half-baked peace 
which 
was 
bound to result in another war. 
I dare say that right now the 
Allies could get a similar bid for 
peace from the German people 
by angling with appeasement bait, 
but the edicts of Cairo and Te 
heran seem to mean 
that 
we 
don’t want bids thus purchased.

YOU will recall that in the last 
war the German army and 
people took things into their own 
hands when the going got nasty 
and asked for peace. 
This move was based largely 
on President Woodrow Wilson’ 
famous Fourteen Points — laid 
down Jan. 8, 1918—and the shrewd 
idea that Allied idealism would 
soften the blow of capitulation 
The result was an armistice 
which protected the reich from 
physical punishment and at long 
last resulted in a treaty which 
couldn’t be fully enforced on an 
embittered people who still were 
full of fight aft! 
disarmed. 
I saw the German delegation 
come out of the palace at Ver­ 
sailles after signing the treaty 
and you knew from the look on 
their faces that World War II a1 
read? had started". 
We could have had a real pease 
then by coupling Wilson’s Four­ 
teen Pointe with an unconditional 
surrender which Would have sent 
Allied troops of occupation march­ 
ing through Unter Den Linden. 
We now have the Atlantic Char­ 
ter and the Four Freedoms as as 
surance of justice for all—but this 
time the Allies are going to see 
that their just peace isn’t sowed 
on stony ground*. 
THIS program of carrying the 
war through to a finish may 
mean fighting somewhat longer 
By ensuring lasting peace, how­ 
ever, 
it will 
be 
immeasurably 
cheaper 
in 
lives, 
material 
re­ 
sources and disorganisation of so­ 
ciety. 
Of course, if the enemy sudden­ 
ly should offer unconditional sur­ 
render, the Allies would have to 
accept it. It’s in the cards that 
the Hitlerites may 
adopt 
this 
course when invasion of the reich 
draws near or the bombing gets 
too hot. 
However, this merely will mean 
a wholesale military occupation 
of Germany for a long period, dur­ 
ing which the Allies will use the 
knife on Hitlerism and Prussian 
militarism, punish war guilt and 
in one way or another persuade 
the German people into ways of 
peace and civilized practices.

Japan’s hard-hit navy and air 
forces, trying to bolster the Mar­ 
shall Islands against possible in 
vasion by Allied forces on the ad­ 
jacent Gilbert islands, have lost six 
more ships and 72 more planes. 
Admiral Chester W. Nimitz an 
nounced U. S. carrier task forces 
raked the enemy-held island group 
last Saturday in a moonlight attack, 
sank two light cruisers, one oil 
tanker and three cargo transports 
downed 72 Japanese planes Which 
rose to intercept the attackers and 
then beat off a desperate seven 
and a half hour assault by heavy 
torpedo bombers as the task forc­ 
es left the scene. 
One American ship was damaged 
slightly, Nimitz said, and “light 
aircraft losses were sustained. 
Three Other Ships Damaged 
The pounding the Marshalls re­ 
ceived left little doubt American 
forces may be starting their drive 
to sweep the enemy off the stra 
tegic mld-Pacific Marshalls just as 
they blasted their way into the 
Gilberts 300 miles to the south less 
than three weeks ago. 
In addition to the six Japanese 
ships eunk, Nimitz said a troop 
transport and two cargo ships were 
damaged. 
He did not say, how­ 
ever, whether the troop ship was 
loaded or empty. 
Wotje, principal Japanese base 
in the Marshalls, and Kwajalein 
atoll were the main targets of the 
raiders. 
After the raid, Japanese airmen 
made nuisance raids on American 
forces in the Gilberts.

8!nce the last week of Novem 
ber, more than 1,800 
plosive* have ripped at gun posi­ 
tions and supply dumps even 
Australians enlarged the potential 
jumping off place on New' Guinea 
on the Huon peninsula. 
The bombardments were opened 
against Gasmata. air base and 
plantation area on the south-cen­ 
tral coast which was hit with more 
than 400 tons in six raids at a cost 
of only one raider.

To Need For Passing 
V/z-Mill Garbage Tax 
The garbage levy MUST pass— 
it is absolutely essential from every 
standpoint, including health, econo­ 
my, convenience for the individual 
householder and conservation of 
manpower, equipment and time!' 
That was the keynote WedneS' 
day night of a meeting of city of 
ficials, councilmen and other mu' 
nicipal leaders who set up plans to 
push the l|-mill tax to be submit­ 
ted to the voters at rn special elec­ 
tion next Tuesday. 
The group completed plans for 
distributing 6.000 handbills and 
named Mr. Watkin to direct the 
task. 
A summary of the reasons city 
leaders gave Wednesday night for 
pushing passage of the l|-mill levy 
follows: 
I.—Passage of the proposed levy 
will be cheaper to every East Liv­ 
erpool citizen than Its failure. 
There is now in effect a 1-mlll 
garbage levy, so that the tax is 
merely a renewal with the addition 
of a half-mill, which will mean only 
50 additional cents on each ll,OOO 
worth of property. 
The most the levy could cost the 
owner of a |3,000 property (aver­ 
age holding in East Liverpool), 
would be 81.50. 
Failure of the levy would mean 
each person In the city would have 
•to pay 25 cents per can of garbage 
collected per week, or BIS per 
year. 
Therefore, councilmen said Wed­ 
nesday night, the issue resolves 
into whether the citizens would 
rather pay $13 per year or $1.50 
annually.

Against these Red army suc­ 
cesses, troops of Gen. Nikolai Va­ 
tutin’s First Ukrainian army in 
the Kiev bulge north of Cherny* 
akhov are falling back before a 
German drive which front-line dis­ 
patches said la powered by up­ 
wards of 2.000 heavy tanka. It 
was the second Russian retreat 
in this sector in two days. 
The Germans are paying for 
their gains, however. The Red 
army bulletin said at least 2,000 
Germans were killed and 84 tanks 
destroyed In yesterday’s fighting.

/"\N JAN. I, 1944, the OPA will 
establish a plan for more ef­ 
fective control over the return of 
gasoline rations issued to car own­ 
ers selling their cars, it was an­ 
nounced from the Cleveland re­ 
gional OPA branch Wednesday.

Free Ads For The Government 


Press, Magazines, Radio All Contribute Millions In Space And Time 


By JACK STINNETT 
A 
newspaper publisher, recently 
here for a series of conferences, 
asked me: “Why doesn’t someone 
In Washington tell the story of the 
advertising contribution that is be­ 
ing made to the war effort?" 
I thought It was a swell tip, 
because at OW! they told me that 
Uncle Sam will get about $500,- 
000.000 wlrth of “free advertis­ 
ing” In 1944. 
And they do mean "advertising” 
—not news stories. 
For every fa­ 
vorable mention the war effort has 
had in these departments, there 
has been at least an equal line, 
maybe more, of criticism and thet’s 
the way Uncle Sam wants IL 
That’s freedom of expression and 
freedom of the press, they say. 
What they are talking about 
are 
the 
Institutional, 
company- 
sponsored, 
group-sponsored, 
and 
civic 
organization 
adz 
provided 
gratis In newspapers, magazines, 
on the air, on 
billboards and 
pasters. 
Although the treasury depart­ 
ment has been about the only fed­ 
eral agency so far to recognise the 
Importance of this spreading the 
good word, the value of It Is now 
being impressed throughout the 


government by OWL the war and 
navy departments, and the war pro­ 
duction board. 
The effectiveness of it is being 
highlighted behind the scenes now 
because In mid-January, the treas­ 
ury is going to kick off with its 
fourth great War Loan sale. 
The 
goal Is 114,000,000,000 — approxi­ 
mately four billion lees than the 
Third War Loan garnered. 
The 
campaign was charaster- 
Ized by Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury Morgenthau as “the greatest 
advertising operation In the his­ 
tory of the world.” and when he 
■ald it, he was giving out bows, 
not taking them. 
Nearly 
74.000 
“free” 
news­ 
paper ads, valued at more than 
$4,500,000 
went 
into 
that 
one 
campaign alone, and the 
word 
“free” is used In quotes because 
they didn’t cost the government a 
cent, being contributed either by 
public spirited individuals, groups, 
companies or the newspapers them­ 
selves, 
In magazines, on the air. and in 
other media, a similar job was 
done. 
Free advertising for the govern­ 
ment in times of national stress to 
nothing new. 
In fact, archires 


and the Library of Congfress rec­ 
ord such advertising before there 
was any government. 
in 1755, 
grand old Benjamin Franklin, un­ 
der a Lancaster, Pa., dateline, cir­ 
culated a handbill pleading for wa­ 
gons and horses to help Gen. Brad­ 
dock In his campaign against the 
French and Indians in the west. 
“B. Franklin.” as he signed him­ 
self, not only wrote the ads, he 
printed them at his own expense 
In 1862, Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury Salmon P. Chase was prob­ 
ably the first government official 
to put the handling of war loan 
advertising squarely up to private 
agencies. 
How billions In Liberty Bonds 
were sold in World war I is too 
well known to need recounting, 
but again it wa9 proved that the 
only necessity of their responsibili­ 
ties and the value of what they 
were getting for 
their money. 
Tlje Pre-Pearl 
Harbor 
“Baby 
Bond” sales had fair support and 
M r sales, but nothing like what 
bas occurred since Japan bombed 
us into World war IT. 
What has happened since then is 
one of the biggest chapters In ad­ 
vertising history and the treas­ 
ury and OWI would like to see 
somebody write it.

ITS insignia carries a tank in the 
middle with a bolt of lightning 
through It and tanks are the back­ 
bone of the force. 
But the other services are just 
as vital—the guns of the artillery, 
the tough mechanized infantry, the 
sensitive communications of the 
signal corps and the building-de­ 
molishing engineers. 
They are all part of the armored 
force and owe their first allegiance 
to the tanks.

The Fight’s On 


Veterans’ Organization Discovers 


Early Signs That U.S. Servicemen 


Will Have To Stand On Rights

S 
OME of my readers feel my dark forebodings 
on the future of the veterans of this w«r Are 
exaggerated in view of the bright promise* of 
the administration to take good care of th* 
boys. 
Ldt me tell you that in the very face of th*s* 
promises the most extraordinary abusee of vet­ 
erans already are taking place. The aame dismal 
prospect of neglect that confronted the discharged,, 
heroes of our past wars now confronts the war­ 
riors of Tunisia, Sicily, Italy ami the Pacific. 
I do not ask you to take my word for l l I 
present herewith a letter from an officer of an 
organization of veterans that m akes,a business 
of inquiring into matter’s of this nature, that Is. 
indeed, dedicated to the task of trying to protect 
the interests of all veterans. 
I refer to the Veterans of Foreign W ars of the 
United States. The man who writes me is M. C. 
Hermann of San Francisco, an officer of the de­ 
partment of California. Yon will see by reading 
his letter that all the evils of government dis­ 
regard of fighting men after their fighting Bays 
are over, against which I have been campaigning, ’ ' 
are again in evidence. 
Those once disillusioned no longer trust in 
promises. On the contrary, they foresee, as I do, 
the trend toward the same repudiation of solemn 
word passed to the men in action today that has 
been the experience of veterans of all our w«rs. 
Here is the letter: 
Nov. 20, 1343. 
"pvEAR MR. RUNYON: It is superflous to tell 
you that the veterans of the nation firmly 
concur in your expressions as outlined in your 
column. We vividly recall the days of 1933 when 
the infamous economy act was passed and beearn* 
law. We are not gullible enough to believe that 
future attacks against government appropriations 
for war veterans’ benefits are not now being pre­ 
pared by such organizations as the National 
Economy league and representatives of the large 
taxpayer groups. We fully realize the grand. 
strategy is being planned now to compel future 
legislation which would repudiate every promise 
made to the veterans of our nation. 
The vicious practice of compelling boys being 
returned from our battlefronts because of dis- * 
abilities and health imperfections to sign waivers 
disclaiming any right on their part to file-for 
compensation is one very fine example of what 
is being planned in the future for these veterans. 
We have been given to understand that the rating 
boards of the veterans’ administration throughout 
the country do not consider these waivers in the 
adjudication of cases now before them, but the 
fact remains that the disclaimers become part of 
the veterans’ folder and undoubtedly will be 
introduced as valid evidence in future reviews of 
awards made now and in cases later to come be­ 
fore rating boards for adjudication. 
“We have been in receipt of hundreds of com­ 
plaints from boyg in hospitals and discharge 
centers, depicting the abuse and compulsion to 
which they are subjected In order that these 
waivers be signed before discharge. Who, I ask. 
is responsible for this un-American practice? 
Could It be the forces inimicable to the best 
interests of our disabled veterans? 
“The Veterans of Foreign Wars of the United 
States has dedicated itself to a program designed 
to protect the interests of all veterans, and I 
assure you, will vigorously combat such unfair 
practice as the one outlined in this letter. It is 
very true that out of this war will come many 
millions of veterans who, because of their num­ 
bers, should be able to protect themselves. Their 
ability, however, to do so is contingent upon their 
ability to organize and present a solid front. 
“Since this war started, the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars of the United States, nationally, have 
affiliated more than 200,000 members now In the 
armed forces overseas. I say with assurance that 
the veterans of this war are cognisant of the 
problems ahead of them and realize the utmost 
necessity for their affiliation with established 
veteran groups whom they know have their beat 
interests at heart, consequently, to us, your 
article la most timely and serves to warn all 
veterans to gird 
themselves for the unjust 
fight ahead. 
“We deeply appreciate your sentiments as ex­ 
pressed and your friendly attitude to those who 
have borne the brunt of battle.”

canning methods. A pressure cooker, it turned

out, could be purchased by anyone with an 
AAAA-llll rating, a letter from Mrs. R’oosevalt 
and the price of a down-payment on a house, ex­ 
cept unfortunately there weren’t any cookers tor 
sale anyway. 
The younger generation, which takes experts 
seriously, and the older generation, which knows 
better, came to blows over whether to throw the 
non-add vegetables away or take a chance. Of 
course the oldsters had the beal of It. because 
they could roar. “Listen, you sprouts, we’ve 
canned more stuff than lend-lease has given away 
and It never killed us did It?” 
So the stuff got canned the old-fashioned way 
and toted to the basement and put away In rows 
against the day when a fellow would be hungry 
enough to eat Clostridium Botulinum and like It. 
But in deference to the older generation, which 
was pretty excited before It was all over, notblag 
further ever was said about It. 
And that’s what we want to speak about at 
thla time. 
The doubts of us expert worshipper* have lin­ 
gered on. We’ve watched the leaves fall off the 
calendar and the duet settle on the home canned 
goods. But we haven’t counted any cans. We’v* 
snapped up the jellies and pickles. We’ve eaten 
the dried corn and stuffed peppers, the canned 
cherries and the kraut. We’ve conceded thla 
home canning is great stuff and only occasionally 
do we think any more about good old Clostridium 
Botulinum. 
So how about quietly slipping In an occasional 
mesa of home-canned beans, peas, corn and what* 
have-you to see what happens. Don’t tell us 
where It came from anil we w ont ask. unless 
we feel a pain. Then lf we never feel the pain 
we, too, can boast some day that we outwitted 
the experts. See? It’s time for all oldsters who 
said old-fashioned 
canning was 
fool-proof to 
start proving they have the courage of their 
con vie! ttoM .

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9 — Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt has proclaimed Jan. 
I as a national day of prayer for 
"strength and guidance for the 
problems of widening warfare and 
for the responsibilities of increas­ 
ing victory.” 
The text of the proclamation, 
made public Wednesday by the 
White House, follows: 
"At the end of the year 1943, 
which not only has made mani­ 
fest the devotion and courage of 
our nation’s sons but also has 
crowned their efforts with bril­ 
liant success on every battlefront, 
it is fitting that we pray to be pre 
served from false pride of accom 
pllshment and from wilful neglect 
of the last measure of public and 
private sacrifice necessary to at­ 
tain final victory and peace. 
"May we humbly seek strength 
and .guidance for the problems of 
widening warfare and for the re­ 
sponsibilities of increasing victory. 
May we find in the infinite mercy 
of the God of our father some 
measure of comfort for the person­ 
al anxieties of seperation and an­ 
guish of bereavement. 
"Now, therefore, I, Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, president of the United 
States of America, do hereby ap­ 
point Saturday, the first day of 
January, 1944, as a day of prayer 
for all of us, in our churches, in 
our homes, and in our hearts, those 
of us who walk in the familiar 
paths of home, those who fight on 
the wide battle fields of the world, 
those who go down to the sea In 
ships, and those who rise in the 
air on wings.”

American, English, Dutch and Bel­ 
gian internees. Her story of life in 
the camp resembles a black and 
white pencil sketch—with much 
left to the imagination 
“Life really wasn’t bad,’’ she 
insisted. “You get to understand 
the tertn 'melting pot’. We settled 
Into a dally routine and satisfying 
friendships can be formed while 
peeling potatoes — and everyone 
had to take his turn. Some of 
them,* she smiled, “had a lot to 
learn about peeling potatoes. . . 
it was new business to them.” 
Everyone worked In the camp. 
Food had to be harvested and pre­ 
pared, a school was opened, musi­ 
cal activities were planned, a li­ 
brary was established from books 
brought by students and club or­ 
ganizations.

Wooliest Sketches Compiled 


“LONG, LONG AGO,” by Alexander Woollcott. 
T H E peculiar thing about the late Alexander Woollcott is that a1- 
*■ 
though his style is the easiest to caricature imaginable (indeed, 
it makes continuous application to a book of his almost imposable) 
almost nobody seems to have tried it. The Woollcott style was always 
a little over-decorated, inlaid, as it were, with raother-of-Webster. 
Woollcott’s taste in many matters *5* 
was suspect, as witness his infat­ 
uation with Mr. Chips. And as a 
person, his colossal rudeness has 
made his memory anathema in 
divers communities—the other day 
In Cleveland I listened to. a charm­ 
ing woman blast him for fifteen 
consecutive moments. 
Thie last characteristic will. I 
suspect, be taken care of by the 
movies. If Hollywood does not let 
up, Woollcott will come to be 
known ae iMonte Woolley’s model. 
And the other matters mentioned 
above are amply countered in an­

scraps entitled "Long, Long Ago. 
In spite of everything, this is the 
best bedside book of the fall. 
It contains some of Woollcott’s 
New Yorker pieces, a few broad­ 
casts, some things from the slick 
magazines (how it must have de­ 
lighted 
the 
man 
to 
sell 
these 
last 
many 
pieces 
which 
broke 
all the formula rules!), In fact 
a great number of pieces sieved 
out of the years from 1930 on. It 
Is amusing that the best piece of 
the lot should have been published 
first in the Ladies’ Home Journal 
In September, 1935, and to know 
The Bombardiers’ ‘Dream’ 
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that Woollcott was perhaps the 
only creator of prose In the world 
who could have got the article into 
those pages. 
This remarkable piece is called 
"Quite a Proposition,” and it is 
the complete story of "The Green 
Pastures,” but not as that play 
really was. When Woollcott really 
fell in love with a play it was in­ 
stantly glorified in his mind, and 
his enthusiasm gushed and bub­ 
bled. The merit of the story would 
be the same in a literary sense no 
matter what the subject; it hap­ 
pens that here the subject Is worth 
the effort, and the result is there­ 
fore the best prose ever writteu 
about Marc Connelly’s best play. 
Reading one installment a night, 
"Long. Long Ago” will last almost 
until Christmas, and so it should 
be read. 


Tapioca pudding takes Its place 
with othor holiday goodies. 
NOT A scrap too early to get 
busy with a plum pudding, 
that is, of course, lf you like to 
prepare puddings well in advance 
of the big day. A wonderful recipe 
for a plum pudding that hostesses 
10 Dinwiddle county, Virginia, have 
used for generations, and It Is hear­ 
tily recommended. Puddings will 
keep for weeks In a cool place and 
when needed, should be re-steamed 
and served hot with a hard sauce. 
Plum Pudding 
Prepare a pound each seedless 
raisins and currants and i cup 
ground mixed nutmeats and dredge 
with one cup of flour. Beat 4 eggs 
until light and fluffy, add 2 cups 
molasses, then 2 cups buttermilk. 
11 cups finely chopped or ground 
suet and I cup fruit juice flavored 
to taste. 
Stir in 2J cups fine dry bread 
crumbs, then Ii cups flour that has 
been sifted with 2 teaspoons soda, 
2 teaspoons salt aud one teaspoon 
each cloves, allspice, nutmeg and 
cinnamon. Add dredged fruits, nut­ 
meats, and mix. Pour Into 2 greas­ 
ed 3-pound molds, cover and steam 
for 3 hours. Cool puddings, wrap in 
heavy wax paper and store. 
Glazed Nut* 
Allot some of your sugar sup­ 
ply for euch holiday goodies as 
glazed nuts. For an excellent glaze 
cook 2 cups sugar, | cup molasses, 
i cup light corn syrup and one cup 
water la a saucepan, stirring until 
sugar Is dissolved. Continue cook­ 
ing without stirring, to 300* F. or 
until mixture forms a bard hall 
when dropped In cold water. Work­ 
ing rapidly, dip nuts In the syrup 
and drain ou oiled paper.

I serving the family with a wonder- 
I ful holiday tapioca pudding. Stir 
lone cup quick-cooking tapioca and 
I teaspoon salt into 3} cups boiling 
water and cook until the tapioca is 
almost translucent. Then add 
cups light brown sugar, I pound 
finely cut figs, and one cup raisins, 
and continue to cook nntil the 
fruit is tender—about 30 minutes. 
Add 2 tablespoons lemon juice 
and I cup orange juice and one cop 
broken walnut meats, and cook 
moment or so longer. If desired, 
use concentrated home-made rasp­ 
berry juice, to give a delightful 
flavor and a Christmas red color. 
Chestnut Maeeroon Mold 
Chestnut Macaroon Mold is an­ 
other fine and festive sweet. Let 
IJ tablespoons gelatin stand in I 
cup cold water for 5 mlnutea, then 
melt it over steam. Stir | cup chop­ 
ped. cooked chestnuts and I cup 
macaroon crumbs into one pint bot 
plain boiled custard then add the 
melted gelatin.

which has been rinsed with cold 
water and let stand until firm. 
Unmold and serve with or without 
cream. Stale cake crumbs may be 
substituted for the macaroons, and 
the custard may be flavored with 
almond or vanilla or a mixture of 
both.

Wright of Dayton, O., has 
been honored in a congressional 
resolution recognising the first air­ 
plane flight he and his brother 
Wilbur made at Kitty Hawk, N. C., 
40 years ago this Dec. 18, but Sen. 
Clark (D) of Missouri terms the 
flight “the greatest disaster that 
ever has happened to mankind.” 
The house completed congres­ 
sional action Tuesday on the reso­ 
lution lauding the flight and ex 
pressing' the 
nation's “gratitude 
and respect for this signal and 
astounding 
contribution 
to 
the 
progress of the world.” Orville, the 
surviving Wright brother, will re­ 
ceive an engrossed copy. 
Struck from the resolution by a 
senate amendment was a preamble 
reading, "whereas this achievement 
of the Wright brothers h ts been 
of incalculable value to mankind,” 
to which Sen. Clark objected stren­ 
uously. 
“In my opinion,” he asserted, "it 
(the Kitty Hawk flight) is probably 
the greatest disaster that ever has 
happened to mankind. I do not 
think there is any question that 
the Wright brothers, high as were 
their motives, probably contribut 
ed more to the disasters of man 
kind than any other two men who 
ever lived in tbs history of the 
world.”
